4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As stated in the 
Office action mailed on April 29, 2008, the closest prior art of record US Patent 6,962,199 does 
not teach or fairly suggest the limitation of instant independent claim 1 for the specific spacing of 
the wing tips located at a spacing S less than 0.2W from an inner surface of the tubular 
midstream vortex generation section. This critical feature allows an enhancement of separation 
efficiency due to the formation of spaced vortices at the tips of the wings. None of the prior art 
of record teaches nor suggests the importance of this specific distance, so that claim 1 is both 
novel and non-obvious.
